“Why not go to the Y. M. C. A 
reading room on May street?” 

Nine times out of ten he would ask 
“Why-erwhere is May street?” 

Detailed directions would be neces- 
sary then, for few in Edmonton ex- 
cept the real estate men—certainly 
not the express drivers nor the clerks 
of the stores—know where the major- 
ity of the streets are located. Ono 
could wish that every business house 
would compel its employees to study 
a map of the city; not a bad idea for 
Edmontonians generally, for in such 
an aggregation of folk “recently arriv- 
ed” there is a woeful amount of ig+ 
norance of the city itself. 

That: portion of Edmonton living 
west of First street, particularly the
